The Ludwig Strain of Hybrid Amaryllis, remains outstanding in the 
world of Hybrid Amaryllis after many years. Again we offer our custom- 
ers our limited imported stock of the world’s finest named varieties of 
Ludwig & Co., leading Holland Amaryllis firm, for which we have been 
special representative for seven years, for both seeds and bulbs. 

Prices for the current season in Ludwig Amaryllis are no higher, and 
the quality is the same or better. We offer tested named varieties and 
novelties and the well-known and deservedly popular Separate Shades 
Seedlings. Early Ordering is suggested and customers are invited to 
send lists of substitutes or alternate choices to save correspondence in 
the event we are short or sold out in any variety. 

Practically all of the listed varieties have been flowered by us at 
Lakemont Gardens and may be safely recommended for the amateur 
who knows something about good Amaryllis. They should be given the 
care and attention of any fine plant and every effort made to supply 
their simple needs to assure good performance this year and succeeding 
seasons. 

Cultural requirements of Amaryllis in the home or greenhouse are 
simple.The bubs should be potted in six or seven inch pots (we like 
gallon cans with good drainage holes using a potting soil of one-third 
sandy loam or actual building sand, one-third compost or rotted manure 
and one-third garden loam or leaf mold type sandy loam. Keep bulbs 
warm, not under 65 degrees, 70 is better, until they bloom, give plenty of 
light at all times (in Florida gardens they bloom well in half shade or 
full sun. Plant pot out in the garden in summer to encourage leaf growth, 
feed liberally with organics and liquid fertilizer and bring into house 
before frost. Bulbs should be kept warm at all times when growing. 

Additional information on Amaryllis culture can be obtained from 
your garden dictionary,state experiment station, any good florist grower 
or bulb specialist, or from us. We can supply free copies of our 1949-50 
illustrated Amaryllis catalogue which contains a lavish amount of infor- 
mation about Amaryllis culture and propagation,the history and the 
strains of these wonderful spring-flowering bulbs. 

For this circular, space limits us to the explanation that the Dutch 
growers have advanced the modern Amaryllis beyond all dreams by the 


Luyten methods of vegetative propagation fully described in the early 
issues of Herbertia, yearbook of the American Amaryllis Society, now 
a section of the American Plant Life Society. These past year books 
contain a virtual encyclopaedia of learning and data about the Amar- 
yllis and its lore. Circulars of the American Plant Life Society available 
on request and we urge every Amaryllis fan to become a member.

They are one of nature's most colorful 
and showy blooms, a bulb vine, with tubers V or L-shaped, which are 
usually parted at the angle to produce two growing arms before sale. 
Can be handled in North in summer like Gladiolus, lifted in winter, 
and are good outdoors all the year in frost-free areas in the Lower South. 


GLORIOSA ROTHSCHILDIANA 


GLORIOSA ROTHSCHILDIANA is the easiest and most spectacular 
species, single tubers, 50c, 75c, $1.00 and $1.50 each, according to size.

BLOOD LILY or HAEMANTHUS 


HAEMANTHUS MULTIFLORUS—Footbali Lily, Fireball Lily, or the 
East African ‘Blood Lily’ is one of nature's showiest flowering bulbs, spec- 
tacular to the utmost degree. A plant of H. multiflorus with its globe 
of red flowers on a foot-long stem, displayed in the window of a store on 
a busy street when properly shown off with black velvet backdrop and 
overhead lighting will stop traffic. 

The bulb is the size of an Amaryllis at maturity, and even medium 
size bulbs, |'/ to 2 inches in diameter, will usually bloom. They are 
always scarce and in our experience far superior to H. Katherinae, offered 
in California, which seems unsuited to culture in the Lower South. 

In greenhouses and home window gardens in the north, H. multiflorus 
is superb, showy and amazing. Easy culture, like an amaryllis. Bulbs 
are completely dormant in winter and early spring and are shipped at 
that time. They bloom April to June. Price $10.00 each, largest size,

The ACHIMENES are definitely the latest plant sensation of the 
Gesneraceae in the United States. This tuberous-rooted plant, bearing 
little pine-cone-like tubercles on the roots, of similar culture to the Afri- 
can Wiolet and Gloxinia, is sweeping the country. Our sales have in- 
creased every year since World War II, and this season we look for the 
busiest season in Achimenes ever. 

We are short of some of the standard varieties this season, but have 
other kinds, which previously have been rare and choice, in reasonably 
abundant quantities, at reduced prices. Culture is like the Gloxinia, 
Saintpaulia, Episcea, Gesnera, etc.—plant five or six Achimenes tubercles 
in a five or six inch pot, using any good Gloxinia or African violet soil. 
(Yo sandy loam, '/4 leaf mold, '/4 compost or sifted peat, well rotted 
manure, etc). Drainage must be qood and give plenty of light. Ask 
for our special leaflet on Achimenes culture, free to every Achimenes 
customer. We also hope to have some reprints of the helpful article on 
Achimenes, from the "Calling All Growers'' column, Florists Exchange, 
for Aug. 23, 1952.

We lost most of our collection of C. Hum- 
boldtii and the arrow and lance types in the freeze of November, 1950. 
This year we have propagated to the limit of our facilities and next 
season we hope to have a fair stock at good prices, but for some years 
they will be comparatively high in price.

The Caladiums are fully as gay and beautiful as flowers and more 
beloved by many of their enthusiasts.

Warmth and Moisture 


Culture of caladiums is simple. They want shade, warmth and mois- 
ture. Start them under glass or in a warm room, placing bulbs singly in 
six or seven inch pots, depending on size, using a rich soil with plenty of 
drainage in the bottom of the pot. A heavy loam with equal part of 
well-rotted cow manure suits them. Leaf mold is also good, and a good 
pinch of commercial 5-7-5 fertilizer can be added to the potting soil. 
Some growers start them in moist peat over bottom heat and transplant 
to pots when well rooted and sprouting. Potting is done from February 
to July, or earlier if special forcing facilities are available. 

Choice varieties want some shade, and protection from hot sun and 
winds, hard rains and storms. They do well in the garden, planted out 
North or South as soon as the ground is warm, with a rich compost 
used in the bed. Planted in beds of mixed colors or separate varieties 
they are one of nature's showiest foliage plants. Giant bulbs of some 
varieties are available this year.

CRINUMS—the perfect bulb for the lower South, and sub-tropical 
gerdens, particularly where the ground does not freeze solid. Several 
forms are hardy to the middle South and even farthur north with protec- 
tion, including Crinum bulbispermum and its progeny, the Powelli hybrid 
types. Only careful experimenting will tell the absolute limit of hardi- 
ness of the various species and hybrids in any location. 

Osgood Mackenzie tells of growing Crinums, Watsonias, tree ferns 
and palms on the family estate at Inverewe on the northwest coast of 
Scotland, a site curiously warmed by the Gulf Stream off shore, in his 
book, "100 Years in the Highlands.’ So it is all a matter of relativity.
